“Each Rune has a meaningfull shape, sound and name, which later came to C 
be used for alphabetic letters. It is through understanding fully the mysteries 
which lie behind the Runes that we begin to understand the power they held 
for our forebears. 

There are at least six different Runic ‘““FUTHARK” systems, varying from 
across the Northern world; Sweden to Northern France and England, most 
share common root symbols with slight variations in shape and meaning. 

The Runic alphabet or ‘Futhark’ evolved from a complex system of 
pictographs (Fig 1.) used by Stone and Bronze Age European tribes. Though 
the shapes have evolved and vary slightly between regions and tribes, the 
mysteries they represent “came into being” and are not man made. 

A great genius, the first high priest of the Odinist faith who was called Odin, 
just as his God, simplified and arranged the Runes into a series of 24, further 
sub-divided into three groups of eight named after the first Rune in each 
group. 

The word Rune is indigenous to all the old dialects of the Germanic group 
of languages. It means ‘to whisper’. That is to talk to another secretly without 
revealing yourself to strangers.
